The convention supported rec- 
ommendation of the AFL execu- 
tive council calling for estab- 
lishment of a “public advisory 
board” to the Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy and that a 
labor representative be included 
in membership of the AEC, 

Against Monopoly. 

“We emphatically affirm,” the 
policy declaration .said, ‘that 
atomic energy and the technical 
processes for its utilization must 
remain in the public domain. 
While we believe that private 
investment and enterprise in 
civilan use of atomic energy 
should be encouraged, we hold 
that such use must be competi- 
tive. 

“Private monopoly in any part 
of the development and use of 
this vital new source of energy 
cannot be tolerated.” 

In a policy declaration on the 
nation’s economic situation, re- 
ported by its resolutions com- 
mittee, the AFL’ convention 
warned of “an increasing num- 
ber of danger signs” which were 
said to have appeared on the 
horizon. 

Decrease in Business. 

Citing a decrease in farm in- 
come, in production of consumer 
goods and in retail sales, the 
resolution said these _ factors 
alone would not “jusiify alarm” 
but that Governmental policies 
were tending to aggravate, rath- 
er than remedy, existing difii- 
culties. 

The AFL delegates favored “a 
comprehensive program assurivg 
tte American people and the 
free world that stable growth. 
full production and full employ- 
ment will be maintained in .the 
United States.” 

Such a program, it was 
phasized, “should include 
points: (1) Private and public 
policies must be geared to the 
objective of high wage income. 
keeping pace with rising produc- 
tivity; (2) the Government must 
maintain a “realistic” budget 
with fiscal and monetary poli- 
cies geared to an expanding 
economy, and (3) Congress and 
state legislatures must “‘strength- 
en the entire social security pro- 
gram.”

The pres- 
ent program, he asserted, per- 
mits the Air Force “to continue 
its buildup of combat units” 
while the new joint chiefs re- 
view final requirements for all 
the services. He said this re- 
view is just about finished.

Hurley, president of the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Corp., Woodridge, 
N.J., told a luncheon meeting 
of the Washington Advertising 
Club that the complexity of the 
product expected from aircraft 
manufacturers is increasing at a 
much greater rate than the abil- 
ity of the manufacturers to pro- 
duce it. 

He said the jet engines that 
are built five years hence will 
differ greatly from those pro- 
duced today, and the machine 
tools used today will be unfit 
for the production of five to 
eight years hence. 

“We should be buving those 
machine tools now to assure 
high aqualitv and a cost that we 
can afford,” Hurley continued. 

“If we wait agzin until an 
emergency, we will have an- 
other crash program and more 
of the frustration of the last 
three.or four years.” 

Hurley criticized the Govern- 
ment for halting a program to 
enable the manufacturers to ac- 
quire large stamping presses for 
airplane production. 

He said a Jarge press could 
save his own company $5,000.- 
000 to $6,000,000 a year which 
would be reflected in govern- 
ment economies.

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AFL OUSTS DOCK 
UNION AND PAVES 
WAY FOR NEW 
LONGSHORE UNIT 


Meany Says Expulsion 
Represents General 
Policy Against Rack- 
eteering—Trustees to 
Run New Group. 


The American Federation of 
Labor expelled the racket-ridden 
International Longshore men’s 
Association yesterday and paved 
the way for a new union which 
will be administered by trustees 
chosen from international offi- 
cers of the federation. It was 
the first time in the 72-year-old 
history of the AFL that a union’s 


charter was revoked because of | 


racketeering. 
In urging expulsion of the 


longshoremen, George Meany, | 
president of the AFL made 
clear that such action repre- 


sented a general policy against — 


racketeering. 

Joseph P. Ryan, president of | 
the longshoremen for 27 years 
with a lifetime tenure, made a 
futile plea to remain in the 
AFL, offering to let a commit- 
tee from the executive council | 
supervise the union. But the 
convention turned him down by 
an overwhelming vote. 

Vote Is 72,362 to 765. 

Only Ryan’s delegation and |

STRASBOURG, France, Sept. 
23 (UP)—Prospects for ratifica- 
tion of the stalled European 
army treaty brightened {ast night 
as Britain pledged close new ties 
with the pact and French Social- 
ists conditionally agreed to help 
push it through their reluctant 
parliament. 

British Foreign Under Secre- 
tary Anthony Nutting told the 
Council of Europe’s Consultative 
Assembly here that Britain 
would link itself closely with the 
six-nation army in a move to 
speed up its approval.

44 Escape Burning Airliner 
After Crash-Landing in Field 


37 Korean Veterans, Crew of Seven on 
Plane With Its Right Side Afire—Run 
From Craft Fearing Explosion. 


MILES CITY, Mont., Sept. 23 
(AP)—A non-scheduled airliner 
with its right side in flames 
belly-landed here yesterday and 
37 Korean veterans and a crew 
of seven aboard escaped unhurt. 
Fire virtually destroyed the 
plane, 

The C-46 twin-engine aircraft 
had just taken off from the 
Miles City airport for Kansas 
City. The pilot, Capt. James 
Dillon, Burbank, Calif., radioed 
back that the right engine was 
in flames and he was returning 
for an emergency landing. 


The plane circled this eastern 
Montana city of about 10,000. 
then made a belly landing in a 
stubble field about a half mile 
from the airport. 


The Caribbean-American Air- 
lines craft was flying returned 
Korean veterans from Seattle to 
Boston and Baltimore. 


Stewardess Jan Minnick, Wa- 
bash, Ind., said everyone ran 
from the plane as fast as pos- 
sible after the landing, fearing 
it would explode. 

“The dust was so thick,” she 
said, “that when we jumped 
from the plane we didn’t know

whether we were jumping two 
or 20 feet.” 

A passenger, who refused to 
be identified, said, “‘There was 
no panic. All was very calm. 
In fact, those soldiers should be 


congratulated on their calm- 
ness.” 

(“Those men we had in the 
ship just returned two days ago 
from Korea,” one of the crew 
told the United Press. “They 
didn’t frighten easy.) 

As the burning plane circled 
the city, crew members opened 
three escape hatches. 

Passengers were told to re- 
main in their seats until the 
plane came to a complete stop, 
then make a break for the es- 
| cape hatches.

“Except for the scientists and 
a handful of other people, the 
whole world is hiding from the 
terible implications of atomic 
weapons,” the former Nebraska 
governor said in an interview. 
That goes for the Russians, too, 
he added. 


Peterson, who will report to 


recognize this performance for 
what it is—and will condemn 
this attempt to accomplish the 
ends of the Communist regime 
in attacking and trying to dis- 
credit organized religion,” the 
statement said.

He 
Jater attended Officers’ Candi- 
date School and served as an of- 
ficer until 1948 when he was put 
on inactive duty. When the 
Korean war broke out he asked 
for active duty and it was ap- 
proved last year.

The agents will inquire into 
the use of company cars, yachts, 
airplanes, hotel suites, vacation | 
resort accomodations, travel 
vouchers and the like. If it is 
found that they are necessary 
and reasonable to the conduct of 
the business, they will be al-' 
lowed. If not, both the corpora- | 
tion and the beneficiaries. of its 
favors can expect a bill for more> 
taxes. 

Rule of Reason Promised. 

Andrews recently told a busi- | 
ness group of his plans, promis- | 
ing to apply a rule of reason in | 
determining what expenditures | 
are tax deductible. | 

“We will accept reasonable | 
commercial practices,” he said, | 
“but where corporations deduct 
personal expenses of their of- 
ficers, not only will we disallow 
the deductions to the corpora- 
tion, but we will charge them to 
the individuals who receive them 
as income.” 

“The reasonable we are going | 
to allow as before,” one of An- 
drew’s aids explained to the | 
Post-Dispatch. “The unreason- 
able we are going to bear down 
on, hard. 

“Take the case of a company | 
that maintains a lodge in Maine 
for the entertainment of cus-| 
tomers. Maybe that is reasonable, | 
it depends on what returns it, 
can show it obtained. 

“But if the company’s four | 
vice presidents and their wives | 
and families took their vacations | 
there, too, that is added income | 
to them, and we want the tax on | 
it. Maybe 75 per cent of the 
cost of maintaining the lodge is 
a necessary and reasonable busi- 
ness expense. If so, it is deduc- 
tible. The other 25 per cent is 
taxable.” 

Often Hard to Draw Line. 

It is often hard to draw the 
line to determine what is “rea- 
sonable and necessary” business 
expense. Files of the tax court, 
where disputed cases end, are 
full of instances in which a very 
narrow margin decides whether 
an expendituré is or is not de- 
ductible. | 

There are cases on both sides | 
of the point of whether a lawyer | 
who joins a country club expect- | 
ing to profit professionally from | 
contacts made there may charge 
off as a business expense the | 
cost of club membership. In 
each case the facts are examined 
in detail. If the taxpaver did. 
not play golf before, and if he 
can show that he did get busi- 
ness comensurate with the cost 
of club membership as a result | 
of joining, the chances are pretty 
good that the deduction will be 
allowed. 

But a West Coast manufactur- 
er of plumbing valves, who 
sought to charge off $1463 as a 
business expense the cost of 
maintaining a string of polo 
ponies was not able to show that 
many plumbers played polo with 
him, and the relationship of the 
polo ponies to the valve business 
appearing dubious, the court dis- 
allowed the deduction. | 

Again, a Massachusetts manu- 
facturer of novelties for women’s 
shoes, who was the treasurer 
and principal stockholders of his 
firm, sought to have his corpora- 
tion play the role of father of 


the bride when one of his daugh- | 
ters married, but was not per-. 


mitted to do so. 

It was a large wedding. at a 
Boston hotel, and the bill for 
food, drink and music came to 
$9200. On the ground that most 
of those who attended were cus- 
tomers or prospective customers, 
the father charged $6245 of the 
expense to his corporation, and 
then had the corporation file an 
income tax return showing that 
as an advertising and promotion 
expense.

Safety Prime Factor.

TWO IRAN REDS 
~ TRY 10 BLOW UP 
GASOLINE DEPOT 


First Sabotage Attempt 
Against Government 
Since Ouster of Mos- 


sadegh Is Foiled. 


TEHRAN, Sept. 23 (UP)—Two 
Communist officers attempted 
today to blow up the Tehran 
gasoline depot of the Iranian 
air force, ig was announced, in 
the first serious sabotage at- 
tempt against the royalist gov- 
ernment since the ouster of 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh. 


The two officers threw a 
lighted match into an installa- 
tion in the depot and started a 
fire but guards put it out at 
once. The officers escaped, it 
was said. 

It also was announced that 
police have arrested 27 men, 
found strolling near the home of 
Premier Zahedi, on suspicion of 
plotting. to assassinate him. 

A government spokesman de- 
nied a London newspaper report 
that Mossadegh had beén con- 
demhed to death by public hang- 
ing and said he hag not been 
tried. 

At the same time the spokes- 
man, Amidi Nouri, announced 
the completion of a crackdown 
against Communists and support- 
ers of Mossadegh. 

In all. 1222 persons were ar- 
rested in-a drive that started 
Aug. 19 and ended yesterday, 
Nouri said. Of these 413 were 
released after questioning and 
181, all Communists, were sent 
to penal.labor camps at Khittr- 
ramabad in southwestern Iran, A 
total of 287 cells of the Commu- 
nistic Tudeh party were un- 
covered.

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Perlman Calls New Refugee Act 
Worst of Kind in History of U.S. 


Adopts Abuses of McCarran Law and Adds 
Others, Says Ex-Solicitor General in 
Speech to ADA Meeting.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23—The 
Emergency Refugee Act, recent- 
ly signed by President Eisen- 
hower, is generally “the worst 
piece of legislation on the sub- 
ject ever enacted in the history 
of the nation,” former Solicitor 
General Philip B. Perlman de- 
clared in a prepared speech de- 
livered in Baltimore last night. 

His attack on the law was 
made, before the Baltimore chap- 
ter of the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, a liberal anti-Com- 
munist political organization. 
Perlman served as chairman of 
former President Truman’s im- 
migration commission and con- 
ducted a nation-wide study of 
immigration problems. 

In assailing the emergency act, 
Perlman noted that a few weeks 
ago the measure had been com- 
mended by Senator Arthur V. 
Watkins (Rep.), Utah, chairman 
of a joint Senate-House Commit- 
tee on Immigration, in a letter 
to President Eisenhower. 

“It is to be hoped,” said Perl- 
man, “that the President will 


put Senator Watkin’s letter into) 


the wastebasket where it be- 
longs.” 

Pledge Unfilled, He Says. 

Watkin’s contention is not 
true, he said, that the new act 
takes care of any immigration 
emergency, or is in any sense 
a needed revision of the much- 
criticized McCarran-Walter Act 
of 1952. Therefore, he said, the 
President has not yet carried 
out his pledge, made during the 
election campaign, to support 
plans to eliminate the “intoler- 
able discriminations and restric- 
tions” imposed by the McCar- 
ran-Walter Act. 


The emergency measure {fs 
in many respects the most 
discriminatory and _ restrictive 
immigration law ever passed, 
Perlman asserted. 


“Under the guise of extend- 
ing a helping hand to the vic- 
tims of war and the aftermath 
of wars,” he said, “the Emergen- 
cy Relief Act of 1953 gives full 
play to outrageous and indefens- 
ible prejudices, detrimental to 
our way of life at home and de- 
structive of our efforts abroad 
to provide leadership for the 
free peoples of the world in the 
quest for peace and security.” 


The new law expfessly adopts 
the discriminations and other 
abuses of the McCarran-Walter 
Act, he said, and then adds new 
ones, “so drastic in scope as to 
destroy the hopes of many who 
have been dreaming of a safe 
haven in the United States.” 


Analyzes Quotas. 


Eisenhower had asked for leg- 
islation to admit a total of 240,- 
000 refugees over and above the 
usual quotas, in a two-year pe- 
riod. The program was to de 
carried out by an administrator 
appointed by the President. 

As passed, the new act re- 
duced the total from 240,000 to 
209,000, and extended the two- 
year period to three and a half 
years. “This means,” said 
Perlman, “that during the life 
of the program, the number au- 
thorized is at the rate of about 
58,000 annually, or less than 
half the annual rate proposed 
by the President.” 

He went on: 

“It should also be noted that 
under the McCarran-Walter Act, 
provision is made for the issu- 
ance of about 154,000 visas an- 
nually, but dué to the national 


origins system of selection not 
more than about 72,000 or 73,000 
are normally issued. This means 
that the additional number pro- 
vided for by the new act, de- 
scribed by Senator Watkins and 
others as a fine and generous 
measure by the United States, 
will not, by a wide margin, even 
absorb the unused immigration 
quota visag authorized by exist- 
ing law.”

Grave questions about the internal workings 
of the Eisenhower Administration were raised 
in two addresses to the AFL convention here— 
one by Martin Durkin, former Secretary of 
np Se the other by Senator Symington, for- 
mer Secretary of the Air Force. 

Both of these speeches contain § serious 
charges against the Administration. The White 
House has replied to one in a brief announce- 
ment. The American people, however; will need 
full reassurance on both. 

Mr. Durkin gave the AFL his first step-by- 
step report on his efforts to devise an Admin- 
istration labor policy. In doing so he asserted 
that the President personally backed down on 
an agreement to revise the labor law. 

The plumbers’ union leader said President 
Eisenhower agreed to a message containing 19 
changes in the Taft-Hartley Act, more than 
half of them similar to changes proposed by the 
late Senator Taft himself. The message was to 
have been delivered on July 31 but was held 
up because of the death of Senator Taft that 
day. 

Three days later the message was printed in 
The Wall Street Journal, to which it was ob- 
viously ‘“deaked” from the White House, Still, 
Mr. Durkin says, 16 days later the President 
told him he “fully agreed” with his position. 
Yet 22 days after that the President told him 
he had changed his position and “could not 
go along.” The Secretary of Labor quit. 

- ° ” 

To this blunt charge of broken promises the 
White House has given prompt reply. Its press 
secretary says the President never agreed to 
the Durkin proposals. But Durkin insists his 
version is correct. 

In the second AFL address, Senator Syming- 
ton made similar charges but directed them 
against the Defense Department and its chief, 
Secretary Wilson. The Senator noted that Mr. 
Wilson had assured Congress, when asking 
for a five-billion-dollar “economy” cut in the 
Air Force budget, that no combat planes would 
be eliminated. 

Yet. in mid-August, the Missouri Senator 
said, the Defense Department decided to cut 
748 combat aircraft among other planes from 
the air program. This news was withheld until 
it also “leaked” out through an energetic re- 
porter on Sept. 3. That was the day on which 
Secretary Wilson said that “‘the current schedule 
for combat planes is substantially equal in total 
to the schedule in effect last October.” 

o * « 

Here, then, are two addresses dealing with 
two different policies but containing almost 
identical implications, 

They imply that the Administration has not 
only. become a “business’’ Administration in 
composition but has made business advice su- 
perior to other interests in formulating or in 
failing to formulate policy. 

They imply that the Administration has been 
remarkably slow to let the public in on what 
was going on with respect to highly important 
public questions. 

Worst of all, they not only imply but flatly 
accuse the Administration of breaking promises. 

These charges call for full answers from the 
President himself, his Cabinet and advisers. 
The public is unlikely to be satisfied with any- 
thing but a direct and thorough statement on 
what has happened inside the Administration. 

Fortunately the White House has scheduled 
a series of addresses in the near future. There 
will be ample opportunity for the Administra- 
tion to take the public into its tonfidence and 
to reassure Americans that their Government 
is not being managed from one point of view. 
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For Those Who Want to Know 

There are a lot of men and women who want 
to know more about the problems of the world 
in which they live. They want to inform them- 
selves by systematic and guided reading. And 
they want to discuss what they have learned 
with others who have the same desire. But all 
too often they do not know where to turn for 
such. guidance and the necessary helpful ex- 
change of ideas. 

Every such person in the St. Louis area 
should know about the St. Louis Council on 
World Affairs, and particularly about its “adult 
discussion groups on world politics,” whose 
1953 series opens Oct. 5. The St. Louis organ- 
ization, which is an associate of the national 
Foreign Policy Association, has such prominent 
citizens as W. L. Hemingway, Leo C. Fuller, 
David R. Calhoun Jr., John R. Longmire, Wilder 
Lucas and Edwin J. Putzell Jr., as its officers. 
The Rev. John F. Bannon, S. J., is chairman of 
the inter-American Division, Kenneth Teasdale 
chairman of the atomic energy information di- 
vision and Bernard Greensfelder UNESCO. 

With the facilities and support of the parent 
organization behind them, the adult discussion 
groups of 30 persons each meet weekly for 10 
weeks. Problems are taken up not through lec- 
tures or set talks, but through reading and 
group discussion. Everybody gets in on the act. 
The value of the program has been amply 
proved in the three previous years, as hundreds 
in the St. Louis area would be quick to testify.

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Awaiting the Tariff Report 

President Eisenhower has laid an awesome 
responsibility upon the Randall commission 
which is to study and report on foreign trade 
policy. He defines its task as: 

“To find acceptable ways and means of wid- 
ening and deepening the channels of economic 
intercourse between ourselves and our partners 
of the free world.” 

Just how important the committee's work is 
may be judged by the fact that Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Samuel C. Waugh recently told 
the Geneva conference of signatories to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade that 
not until the Randall commission reports can 
the United States Government discuss any role 
it is te play in the reduction of trade barriers. 

To those nations which believe that a funda- 
mental change in American traffe policy is essen- 
tial for the economic well-being of the world, 
this counsel of delay may be disappointing, but 
at least it is honest, They may be justified, how- 
ever, in asking what assurance there is that 
American policy will be any more definite after 
the President's committee reports than before. 

The answer may depend on the kind of re 
port brought in by the committee, which is 
headed by the Chicago steel man, Clarence B. 
Randall. If the committee agrees with the fre- 
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quent statements of President Eisenhower that 
trade barriers must come down, it will have to 
face the problem of how to persuade the Presi- 
dent’s own party to help put such a policy into 
effect. The tariff issue may be an economic one 
abroad, but it is a political one here. 

In short, the key word in the President's in- 
structions is “acceptable.” How can lower trade 
barriers be made acceptable to the high-tariff 
Republicans? If Mr. Randall and colleagues can 
answer that, they will earn a reward, 
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To Channel 9 Tomorrow 

When the doorbell rings Thursday, it will 
bring a request for each citizen to contribute 
his share to educational television in St. Louis.

the people of the area. 

In the people of the St. Louis area, Channel 
9 puts its trust. The way to guard the freedom 
and future of this school of the air is for every 
citizen to support it. 
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To Dr. Graham 

Dr. Evarts A. Graham has won so many honors 
In medical science that they long since are an 
old story to him. As Bixby professor of surgery 
at Washington University he received the Gross 
prize in surgery, the Leonard prize in X-ray 
research, the Lister medal of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, the Roswell Park medal, the Bige- 
low medal of the Boston Surgical Society, and 
many others, including the St. Louis award. 

Now, as professor emeritus, Dr. Graham has 
been elected President of the International 
Congress of Surgeons at its meeting in Lisbon, 
Portugal. That would be a rare distinction in 
itself, but what makes it the rarer is the fact 
that Dr. Graham is the first American to be 
chosen to head the surgeons of the world. 

Evarts Graham's countless friends will ap- 
plaud the new honor as a recognition fully 
deserved for the St. Louisan who is already se- 
cure in history as the first man to successfully 
remove an entire lung and who thus opened 
the way for a whole new field in the science 
of healing human sickness. ©

Unfair to the Bankers 

Is it fair to turn off the spigot and then 
blame the bankers for not carrying water? 
That is what Housing Administrator Albert 
M. Cole seemed to be doing when he lectured 
the nation’s mortgage bankers so severely. 

Mr. Cole, alarmed because home construc- 
tion has started to decline, and because the 
supply of credit to finance that construction has 
tightened up. presented the bankers at their 
Washington convention with the kind of veiled 
threat that would elicit yelps of outrage if it 
came from any other Administration, 

He said, in effect, that if the bankers did 
not start ponying up funds for home mortgages, 
the Government might have to do it. He 
even advanced a thought which in other cir- 
cumstances could. be regarded as tainted with 
creeping, crawling or limping socialism—the 
thought that it is the business of finance, of 
home builders, and of the Government to sus- 
tain a level of housing construction that will 
best sustain the socially desirable level of eco- 
nomic welfare. 

Mr. Cole may well be right on that, but he 
is a little tough on the bankers when he implies 
that it is only their own orneriness which pre- 
vents an adequate flow of funds into home 
mortgages. Surely the main reason is clear, 
What has happened to home financing is a di- 
rect and predictable consequence of that policy 
of credit deflation, higher interest rates and 
planned “readjustment” which goes under the 
name of “sound money.” 

Mr. Cole is heartily in favor of sound money, 
but as regards home financing he evidently does 
not want it quite as sound as it is turning out 
to be. He frankly admits that the planned re- 
adjustment has become “more of a readjust- 
ment than was contemplated either in or out 
of Government.” 

What is to be done about it? We doubt very 
much that exhortation will extract mortgage 
funds from the pockets of lenders who lack an 
economic reason for parting with them. If 
adequate housing credit has been readjusted out 
of the picture, it will just have to be readjusted 
back in. Until the Administration is ready to 
do that, it is unfair to the bankers to suggest 
that they are to blame. 
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Better Luck This Time 

More than $13,000 in rewards for the arrest 
and conviction of those responsible for the 
Kansas City bombings have now been posted. 
The Kansas City Council has appropriated $2500. 
Previously the Kansas City Crime Commission 
offered $5000 and a group of citizens another 
$5000. The Jackson County Court appropriated 
$500. The Kansas City Police Chief has pledged 
an advance in rank to the member of the force 
who captures the bomber. All this because six 
Kansas City business places and an office build- 
ing have been blasted in less than a month. 

Who is responsible no one knows and so far 
no clues have been reported. The Kansas City 
community's reaction is evidence that the 
citizens are outraged by these acts of terrorism 
and that every possible effort will be made to 
track down the guilty. We wish them more 
success than the FBI achieved in finding out 
who blew the safe in the Kansas City Election 
Commissioners office on the night of May 28, 
1947, and made off with the impounded. 1946 
primary fraud ballots.

How the Labor Press Sees It

The last time the St.. Louis labor 
movement was privileged to play host to 
an AFL convention was way back in 
1910—43 years ago—which is, to use 
a colloquialism, ‘‘a long time between 
drinks.” 


The year 1910 was one of the last 
halcyon years of what was called the 
horse-and-buggy age. William Howard 
Taft was then President of the United 
States, and the man who made possible 
his election, “Teddy” Roosevelt, was 
hunting big game in Africa. The AFL 
convention was held at Liederkranz 
Hall, Easton and Warne avenues, since 
converted to industrial use. The 387 
delegates represented close to 2,000,000 
members. 


Then as now organized labor had its 
serious troubles and complex problems 
from within and without. But it also 
met them with buoyant confidence, and 
forward-looking leadership. Yet, we 
are sorry to admit it but we think that 
the rank and file members of 1910 were 
a much more union-conscious and mil- 
itant membership than they are today, 


That 1910 convention was a serious, 
hard working convention dedicated to a 
mission of helping the common man im- 
prove his lot and receive a fairer share 
of the good things he produced. Today 
the AFL is four times as large in num- 
bers, enjoys far more prestige and 
power, but also has much graver respon- 
sibilities. Its policies and programs 
will have a much greater impact upon 
the nation and world than that of its 
predecessor 43 years ago. 


The Railway Clerk 


The following figures show how trad- 
ing a 10 per cent income tax reduction 
for a 5 per cent sales tax affects low 
incomes, 


A family of four with an income of 
$3600 pays an income tax of $181. A 
10 per cent reduction would amount 
to $18.10. Deducting 15 per cent for 
rent and 5 per cent for insurance, this 
family would pay a sales tax on 80 per 
cent of $3600. or $2889 which would 
amount to $144. Subtracting the $18.10 
saved on income tax would leave this 
family $126.90 in the red. 

That is what is in the cards for the 
average family unless there is a public 
reaction against the sales tax plan. 

The N.A.M.-C. of C. plan was deliber- 
ately devised to shift the burden of tax- 
ation from those most able to pay to 
those least able to pay. It is a devilish 
concoction which will decrease the 
standard of living for millions of 
Americans. 


Labor 


It may seem strange that a labor 
newspaper consistently defends the 
farmers, but they and workers prosper 
and suffer together. That has been 
proved by long experience. Now, 
again, it’s time to speak up. 

Under Secretary of Agriculture True 
D. Morse talked some nonsense before 
a gathering of bankers at Memphis. 
Morse told the hankers, who never 
toiled or sweated on farms, this: 

“Each farmer largely controls the 
extent of his profits. That is as it 
should be. Whether a farmer succeeds 
or fails is primarily dependent on him 
and his family.” 


That was the theory followed during 
the Harding-Coolidge-Hoover Adminis- 
trations. It bankrupted millions of 
farmers and brought others to the verge 
of ruin. Was it their fault that it was 
cheaper to burn wheat and other crops 
than to haul them to market to sell for 
next-to-nothing? 


Labor urges all Senators and Con- 
‘gressmen to watch this situation closely. 
When farmers go broke, they can’t buy 
the products of industry, workers lose 
their jobs, and the country is headed 
for depression,

Young Robert Wagner grew up in 
the slums of the great city. He had 
it rough. He got up at 3 in the morn- 
ing to cover his route delivering news- 
papers. He did odd jobs. Worked as 
a bellhop. In 1898 he was graduated 
from the College of the City of New 
York with an enviable. academic rec- 
ord, attested by his Phi Beta Kappa 
key, and, remarkably, after also having 
starred as a quarterback. 


Two years later Robert won his law 
degree from the New York Law School. 
By 1904 he was elected to the New 
York State Assembly. 


From 1919 to 1926. Wagner served as 
a justice of the New York Supreme 
Court. In 1926 he was elected to the, 
United States Senate, where began his 
unique record of legislation designed to 
advance the rights of workers and to 
secure the rights of man. 


In February 1935, the Senator from 
New York introduced the so-called 
Wagner-Connery bill. After an extend- 
ed debate over the issues in and out of 
Congress, the Wagner Act finally be- 
came law on July 5, 1935. ‘‘Labor’s 
Charter of Rights’’ was on the statute 
books for the first time in history. 


Robert F. Wagner, the unassuming 
man, with a broad face familiar for its 
ready and kindly smile, worked per- 
sistently, patiently, sometimes plodding- 
ly to make America a better, a more 
promising, a more meaningful place in 
which to live. 

Some if his life’s work has endured. 
Some has been damaged: the low-rent 
housing program is being scuttled right 
now. But this damage will be repaired. 
America’s sense of justice, of fairness, 
her sense of right will overcome the 
wrong. It is up to us to help overcome 
it, and up to our children.

It was this simple understanding that 
led the New York shoemakers way back 
in 1805 to write the following lines in 
the preamble of their constitution: 


“We, the Journeymen Cordwainers of 
the City of New York, impressed with 
the sense of our just rights, and to 
guard against the artifices or intrigues 
that my at any time be used by our 
employers to reduce our wages lower 
than what we deem an adequate reward 
for our labor, have unanimously agreed 
to the following articles as the Consti- 
tution of our Society.” 


If, in 1805, the cordwainers decided 
that the only thing to do under the 
circumstances was to band together for 
common action, then let us in 1953 be 
at least as sensible as they. We of the 
UPWA-CIO and our AFL brothers are 
learning to pull in harness. 


Between Book. Ends 


Is Fact the Enemy of Faith? 
ATOMS, MEN AND GOD, by Pau! €. Sabine. 

(Philosophical Library, 226 pgs., $3.75.) 

As long as man has been philosophiz- 
ing, he has tried to build a bridge 
between the sensual and the spiritual 
worlds—whether successfully or not is 
a question which has to be answered 
individually. The author of the present 
book, a research physicist with deep 
religious roots, has undertaken to write 
the work in order to answer the ques- 
tion: “Can I intellectually be honest 
in believing what, as a Christian, I 
profess to believe and at the same time 
accept the teachings of modern science 
and psychology regarding the nature 
of man and God and the physical 
world?” 

The question itself suggested the 
solution. He had to discover that re- 
ligion’s views on nature do not conflict 
with the insights of modern science. 
The evolutionary 
process is charac- 
terized as one of 
purpose and will, 
with the latter seen 
as a will to right- 
eousness, justice, 
mercy and love. 

Christianity, Sa- 
bine believes, does 
not conflict with 
the views of 
science. It can ac- 
cept all its conclu- 
sions and yet dis- 
cover even deeper 
truths in its re- 
ligious beliefs. Just 
how this is done, however, is not ex- 
plained and probably cannot be ex- 
plained. More than 200 years ago, 
Kant had already shown—conclusively it 
seems—that the spiritual and the ma- 
terial world are following different 
laws. 

Apparently, Sabine is quite right 
when he feels that our spiritual strength 
falls far short of our material great- 
ness and that we might be living in a 
better world if we had more spiritual 
strength. 

But, unfortunately, this belief does 
not solve the dilemma—namely, the 
conflict in human nature which, as our 
knowledge of nature increases, seems 
to move away from religious convic- 
tions. Sabine believes that religious 
quest and scientific search are but two 
approaches to the same goal. But he 
has not shown where the two meet.

It is novel, and perhaps sur- 
prising to many, in that it is 
not another essay in psychologi- 
cal warfare or in American do- 
mestic politics. It is, rather, a 
sober definition of the objec- 
tives which are reasonable and 
necessary, given the world as it 
is on the one hand and, on the 
other hand, what the Eisenhower 
Administration is able and will- 
ing to do. 


Not Really Mad. 


During the past year there 
has been a shocking discrepancy 
between its dynamic and cru- 
sading words and its measures 
to retrench, to reduce taxes, and 
to return to the economic prac- 
tices of a full-fledged peace 
economy. 


Our serious allies had no stom- 
ach for a crusade. But when 
they saw us retrenching on the 
military budget as we talked of 
crusading, they threw up their 
hands and thought we must have 
gone mad. 


As a matter of fact we had 
not gone mad. We had merely 
had a long election campaign. 
The President and Mr. Dulles 
and the Administration as a 
whole have never had any in- 
tention of organizing a crusade 
which had military implications. 
Their aim has been to retrench, 
to contract, and to disengage 
from our over-extended commit- 
ments—insofar as this could be 
done without surrendering any 
ground to the Communist pow- 
ers. 


For a brief period the dis- 
crepancy between the crusading 
words and the retrenchment was 
obscured by the great to-do 
about ‘‘psychological warfare.” 
This is a form of warfare which 
is very warlike except that it 
causes no casualties and does not 
cost so much money as one regi- 
ment of tanks. 


Agrees With Churchill. ‘ 


In his speech Mr. Dulles re- 
moved the highly confusing con- 
tainer in which the psychologi- 
cal crusaders have been—to use 
their.own idiom—packaging and 
merchandising our foreign pol- 
icy. What was left was an Amer- 
ican foreign policy which fits, 
instead of contradicting, the real 
domestic policy of retrenchment, 
contraction, normalization, and 
disengagement. 


It stands revealed as a policy 
of moderate and limited aim 
which’ raises no irreconcilable 
issues between this country and 
its European allies or, I believe, 
with India and, as Mr. Steven- 
son'called them, the other “un- 
committed nations.” In Europe 
Mr. Dulles has subscribed to the 
Churchill thesis, which Adenauer 
adopted this summer, that the 
German question should be re- 
solved within an agreement

In fact, one could 
argue that there would not have 
been a truce without victory in 
Korea but for the fact that, the 
world over, there is now an 
equilibrium of power—thanks to 
rearmament and the Atlantic al-

Bpending by U.S. Tourists 
During Summer Helps 
Foreign Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (UP) 
~ Foreign nations, with more 
than usual help from the sum- 
mer flow of American tourists, 
repaid about $440,000,000 in 
United States debts during the 
second quarter of 1953. 

They also increased their gold 
and dollar holdings by $450,- 


,000. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported that United States pur- 
chases of goods and services in 
foreign countries in the second 
quarter totaled $4,300,000,000. 
This was a rise of $300,000,000 
from the first quarter. 

More than $100,000,000 of the 
increase consisted of higher tour- 
ist expenditures abroad and 
fares on foreign ships. The De- 
partment said this indicated a 
more than seasonal expansion of 
tourist traffic. | 

The rise in foreign holdings of 
gold and dollars brought the 
total to about $21,600,000,000. 
The department noted that the 
improvement in dollar holdings 
has continued without interrup- 
tion since the end of the first 
quarter of 1952. 

United States exports in the 
second quarter totaled $5,742,- 
000,000 in goods and services. 
This was an increase of about 
$300,000,000 from the first quar- 
ter but was still about $400,000.- 
000 less than in the same period 
a year ago. 

United States grants to for- 
eign countries totaled about $1,- 
900,000,000, of which $1,400,000,- 
000 was in the form of military 
goods and services.

PARTY IN EAST GERMANY

ROME, Sept. 23 (AP)—lItaly’s 
cost of living index has dropped 
since the end ofJune, bank sav- 
ings have increased strongly, 
and public works are cutting into 
the nation’s great problem of un- 
employment, Premier Giuseppe 
Pella told the Chamber of Depw- 
ties last night. 

The Premier and former 
Budget Minister told the Cham- 
ber industrial production has 
climbed 8% per cent higher 
than in 1952. 

Employment on public works, 

in the retarded south of 
Italy, has increased the number 
of man-hours by 2644 per cent 
in the first half of 1953 over the 
1952 average. 

This extra employnient, par- 
ticularly in the south, Pella said, 
has contributed in large part to 


an increase of 344 per cent in 
the nation’s textile consumption. 

Pella gave these figures in 
outlining his proposed budget, 
already described to the Senate.

ern Europe. The bait may be 
reunification of East and West 
Germany,

Germany and renunciation of 
European unity. 

But such a solution would be 
a disastrous price for Germany 
and Europe to pay for “peace 
in our time.” For Europe, with 
its old rivalries, would thereby 
lose its best chance for strength 
and security. Internal Commu- 
nism would remain a menace; so 
would the rebirth of aggressive 
nationalism in an isolated Ger- 
many. 

But Germany is just one of 
the many thorny questions con- 
fronting us in the world, one 
of the many that offer Russia 
opportunities to drive wedges 
between us and our allies. For, 
in Korea, we have vindicated 
collective security for the first 
time in history, and no greater 
disaster could befall us than 
that the free nations should fall 
apart and lower their guard on 
the eve of victory in the long, 
cold struggle. That is why I 
said at the outset that our perils 
are not past and the future will 
call for all the statesmanship 
and vision we can summon. We 
must bend every effort to build 
strength through unity, mutual 
assistance and mutual confi- 
dence. It will get harder as the 
immediate danger lessens. 


And now let me conclude this | 


report and also this long, event- 
ful journey with some random 
gleanings from my notebooks 
about the world in general: 

1. I think we have been on 
the right track, by and large, 
since we grasped Russia’s ag- 
gressive postwar’ intentions. 
The policy of resistance and 
assistance has succeeded. The 
non-Communist world is 
stronger. safer, more self-re- 
liant. There have been no 
Communist victories for a 
long while, and the strain of 
the cold war is beginning to 
show throygh the Iron Cur- 
tain. The danger of World 
War III is receding. Stalin’s 
death, the sequels and the 
rebellions in the “people's 
paradise” are ushering in a 
new era of cold peace. 


2. This is not the time to wob- | 
ble, but it is likewise no time, 


for arrogance and inflexibility. 


We owe it to ourselves and to | 


our anxious, weary friends to. 
disclose Russian intentions if 


we can: to confer, negotiate and | 


accommodate when we can; to 


reduce tensions and restore hope | 


where we can. We may have to 
eat a lot of intemperate, wit- 
less words and modify some 
rigid attitudes. I pray that we 
will be big enough, wise enough, 
strong enough to do these things. 

3. I have noticed repeatedly 
on this journey the politicians’ 
habit of saying extreme things 
and taking extreme positions to 
arouse the multitude and get the 
better of an opponent. It is 


easy to get out on a limb with. 


cheers but hard to get back with- 
out jeers of “appeasement,” 
“compromise,” “retreat.” It is 
the same at home. But passion 
must never be the master of 
reason nor narrow consistency 
the master of wider wisdom. 

4. I doubt very much if peace 
and security will ever come out 
of one grand world-wide peace 
conference. We will have to 
make progress bit by bit, item 
by item, place by place. We can. 
define and agree with our allies | 
and friends on common aims, 
minimal conditions and methods, 
and negotiate partial solutions in 
the framework of such common 
policy. The process may be slow 
and frustrating; but the stakes | 
are epic in this transition from | 
the world we know to a world | 
we don’t know. 

5. Looking back across end- 
less months and miles and candid 
conversations, I sometimes feel 
that mutual misunderstanding is 
our greatest handicap and haz- 
ard. Ugly illusions about the 
United States are all to preva- 
lent, but there is also a touch- 
ing, moving admiration and won- 
der about big, brash, magnani- 
mous America that talks tough 
and insensitively but sends 
money and frienly, earnest peo- 
ple everywhere to help. The 
suspicion of the strong, the envy , 
of the rich are diluted with an| 
almost pathetic hope that Amer- | 
ica of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Bill of Rights 
won't confirm suspicions of emo- 
tional, economic and moral ir- 
responsibility. 

And our illusions about the 
rest of the world are just as 
serious; that we have a monop-

Peck Ranch Wildlife Area wild | 
turkey refuge. This is the last | 
frontier for these noble game | 
birds in Missouri and every 
sportsman and conservationist 
hopes the newly started experi- 
ment will be an outstanding , 
success. Steen wrote: 


so many wild turkeys in Mis- 
souri that dressed birds sold for 
10 cents apiece in the St. Louis 
market. It has been estimated 
that there were about a half 
million of these wonderful birds 


in the state then, By 1890 there |‘ 


was a sharp drop in numbers, 
and the decline continued until 
there were only about 4000 birds 
in the whole state by 1925. 
“The picture hasn’t changed 
except to get worse. Most of you 
know that the state spent 


thousands of dollars buying and | 


raising and liberating a strain 
of semi-wild turkeys in different 


parts of the state. We hoped we | 


could keep ahead of the game 
by this method, but it didn’t 
work. Those half-tame, 
wild birds just couldn't make 
the grade. In some places where 
we released as many as 500. 
birds there isn't a turkey today. 
In the winter of 19531-1952 our 
count. showed that there were | 
only about 2400 wild turkeys left | 
in all of Missouri. 

“A number of things Rave | 
caused this decline. Among the 
important ones are fire, 
grazing, depletion of soil fertil- | 
ity and illegal hunting—particu- | 
larly of gobblers. You undoubt- 
edly have personal knowledge of 
these things, but it doesn’t hurt 
to mention them again. They 
are all things that you folks can | 
do something about. 

Good Stock for Peck Area. 

“There is one bright spot in| 
this picture. The birds left in 
Missouri are genuine wild tur- 
keys. They are tough and smart | 
enough to hang on in spite of all 
the things that work against | 
them, and where they are given 
half a chance they make local 
gains in population. Our hopes 
then rest with these wild birds. 
It looks like our only chance of 
bringing them. back in is te de- 
velop a special turkey area; a 
place where we can substantially 
increase production. If we get 
this done, the next step will be 
to trap the annual surplus and 
restock areas where the range is 
good and where the people will 
help to protect them. You know 
how well this worked in our 
deer program. Well, we think 
that the turkey deserves this 
last chance too, and I’m sure 
you all agree. 

“All this brings us down to 
something of local interest to 
you folks. I’m pretty sure that 
you know the Conservation Com- 
mission has been buying up the 
old Peck Ranch area. This tract 
is in the northwest corner of 
Carter County about eight miles 
northeast of Winona and 19 
miles south ‘of Eminence. 
Since 1945 we have bought 23,- 
040 acres and the area covers a 
square of land six miles on each 
side containing 36 square miles. 
The Shannon County line bounds 
the north and west side of this 
square. The Stegall Mountain 
fire tower where Johnnie Holt 
does his fire watching is in the 
northwest section of the square. 

“No doubt you've heard all 
kinds of rumors about our plans 
for this area. Rumors can get 
mighty wild if they aren’t tied 
down by facts, and that is why 
I am writing you We want you 
to have the straight facts. 

Plans for Refuge Outlined. 

“You know that wild turkeys 
won't stand for much disturb- 
ance. What they need to do 
their best 1s a lot of space where 
disturbance is limited. To give 
them this we are planning to 
fence in about 11,450 acres in 
the center of the Peck Ranch 


Area. Then we plan to grade up. 


a road system through the area 
sO we can take good care of the 
property. Houses and other 
needed improvements will be 
built for our employes. We ex- 
pect to have three or four men 
working there and these men 
will be picked from our present 
employes who will be trans- 
ferred from other jobs which 
will be finished about that time. 
These men are trained and ex- 
perienced in wildlife work, and | 
will be your neighbors. 

“After we get our people 
moved in we are going to try 
out everything that is known to 
be beneficial to wild turkey. 
Whatever we do for turkey is 
also going to increase deer, so 
we have nothing to lose. To do 
these things and to help the 
turkey, we must maintain the 
area as a wildlife refuge. How- 
ever we are going to welcome 
visitors, and part of our plan is 
to fix up a nice little picnic area 
and shelter at the Twin Springs 
in the valley near the school- 
house. 

“This program

OW and again there comes a 
N reauest for help regarding 

the matter of an adolescent's 
spending. During vacation many 
boys and girls take jobs and the 
money they earn becomes a mat- 
ter of family concern. 

The high school student who 
has found a summer job with 
the idea of saving the money for 
some project, such as a term in 
college, will not be a problem to 
his father and mother. The boy 
or girl who wants to work s0 as 
to buy something flashy or triv- 
ial, may become a problem. 

Some may earn quite a good 
salary, but before the end of 
the week, the spendthrift hasn't 
a cent. It all goes for treats, 
questionable parties and oil and 
gas for the jalopy he bought 
without parental consent.

AND THERE ARE GIRLS in 
this situation, too. One daughter 
may say that she has a right to 
the money she earns and a right 
to spend it in her own way. But 
her way is wasteful and wrong, 
for she stays out later than her 
parents expect and buys flimsy 
clothes. She has no thought be- 
yond getting and spending. 

Unless a child has been taught 
to use money wisely, there is 
slight hope of his accepting 
teaching when he is earning 
money. Not having had experi- 
ence in handling cash, this new 
experience goes to his head. 

The young person who earns 
money and spends it without 
reference to personal or family 
responsibility should not be given 
things he lacks and could have 
bought for himself. The story 
of the Ant and the Grasshopper 
fits well here.

HERE, AS IN MANY other 
situations, prevention is better 
than cure. When such a young 
person accepts a summer job, it 
is well for a parent to have a 
confidential talk with him and 
come to some decision about the 
use of the money. Ask him why 
he wants to work, what good he 
expects to get out of the experi- 
ence, what use he has in mind 
for the money. There are some 
intelligent boys and girls who 
will come up with the right an- 
swers. Others must be taught by 
depriving them of those things 
they might have bought with 
their own money. 

Begin teaching the use of 
money by allowing children to 
handle it as soon as possible and 
increasing their responsibility as 
they indicate understanding.

Esensten, a Minneapolis doctor recently released by the 
Reds after 33 months in a POW camp. Esensten was inter- 
viewed at Freedom Village upon his release. He told of 
American POW’s in the Red camp who died because they 
lost hope. One instance he recalled was a 19-year-old boy. 
Esensten said, “I couldn’t get anywhere with him. I told 
him I couldn't find anything wrong with him. He should 
try in his mind to get well. But he said, ‘Doc, there is 
nothing you can do to make me live,’ 

“T went across the room to another patient,” Esensten 
continued. “Two minutes later I happened to look back. 
The boy was dead.” 


He is the man who, as chair- 
man of a Citizens Advisory 
Committee to the Board of Edu- 
cation, made a survey of the 
city school system which led to 
the organization of the Citizens 
Improvement Committee, which 
in turn led to the election of 
Charles and two other blue rib- 
bon candidates to the school 
board.
